General 
Chaffee .Tells How

GERMAN SQUADRON .ARRIVES 


"Washington. Sept. 6 — [Special Tele< 


gramj —Gen. Chaffee telegraphed the 
war department this morning from Pekin 
under date of Sept. 20th, as follows: 


"The officers and soldiers of the China 


relief expedition send thanks to the 
president and secretary of war for their 
message of congratulation. 
The formal 


entry to the palace grounds was made 
at eight o'clock. A salute of twenty- 
one guns was fired at the south and 
north gates. 


"The United States were represented 


by a battalion three hundred and fifty 
strong. The palace waa vacant with the 
exception of three hundred servants." 


Barry Off for Manila 


General Barry telegraphs from Taku : 


•"All quiet at Pekin. Supplies promptly 
unloaded. 
Troops comfortable for the 


winter. No communication with the 
Chinese officials up to August 28.

All the Powers Agree. 


Washington, Sept. 6. [Special Tele- 


— It is announced.' on high au- 
thority that under no circumstances will 
'the powers allow the peace c 
issio- 


ers of China to be dominated by anti- 
foreign influences. 


It is officially announced today 'by 


the [state department, confirming the 
exclusive publication in these dispatches 
yesterday, that the powers have decided 
to retain their forces in Pekin. 
All 


have responded to Russia's proposition 
for evacuation and are 
unanimous in 


declaring their belief that it would be 
dangerous for the international troops 
to leave Pekin now. 
It ie understood 


that some suggestions were made that 
the number of troops be limited to 
guard against disturbances. 


The imperial palace will be vacated by 


the foreigners and the emperor and em- 
press will be invited 'to return with 
their court in order to open negotia- 
tions.

Germany IB Expected to Prevail on the 


Powar« >*ot to Retire. 


Washington, Sept. 6.— There is a 


small likelihood of the evacuation of 
Pekin by the allied forces until a' full 
and final settlement has been secured 
with the Chinese dynasty. 


Though the State department adheres 


strictly to its policy of keeping secret 
the notes which it receives from our 
ambassadors concerning the progress of 
international exchanges on this question, 
up to this hour the probabilities are 
that when the powers reach nn agree- 
ment it will be not to evacuate the im- 
perial city. 


Prospects For Peace Good . 


The best of the news for the day is 


that there is a better prospect thac ever 
before of an agreement among the pow 
ers. It is hoped the decision may be 
reached within a few days and announc- 
ed officially, probably from St. Peters- 
burg. 


If the verdict shall be in fnvor of re- 


maining in Pekin the result will ia one 
sense be a victory for German diplom- 
acy. 


Since the Russian proposal was made 


and the assent of the United States 
thereto was received the Kaiser bus been 
earnestly at work through hia ambassa- 


dors in the various European capitals, 
and here as well, urging a withdrawal 
of the plan. 


Advices Glren Chail'ee. 


President McKinleyand the members 


of his cabinet have about reached the 
conclusion that an indefinite occupation 
of Pekin is inevitable. No instructions 
looking to early withdrawal from Pekin 
have been sent to General Chaffee. 


On the other hand, he was advised to- 


day that political considerations would 
very likely maki it necessary for him 
and his command to retnain:there some 
time, and that he should take measures 
accordingly. 


A good deal of 
pressure from mis- 


sionary societies against the evacuation 
program has been brought to bear upon 
the administration, and it is now. under- 
stood that this governmentefavors stay- 
ing at Pekin, and is using all its influ- 
ence toward securing harmony of action 
among the powers in that direction. 


Conger Will Remain at P«kln 


Minister Conger has been advised that 


he is expected to remain at Pekin. 
Al 


though Commissioner 
Rockhill 
has 


started for the Chinese capital, state de 
partment officials point out that Mr. 
Rockhill has no ambassadorial powers 
and ia expected merely to investigate and 
report. Upon his arrival at Pekin he 
will assist Mr. Conger, but is not likely 
to be given joint powers. 


It it should be necessary at any time 


to re enforce our diplomatic repressnta 
tipn at Pekin it is thought the president 
will select one or two men well informed 
as to Chinese affairs, such as ex-Secre- 
tary of State John W. Foster or former 
Minister Denby, and send them to China 
to co-operate with Mr. Conger.

BULLER'S ADVANCE 


BLOCKED BY BOTHA 


BOERS ASSUME FRESH ACTIV- 


ITY IN SEVERAL PLACES. 


They Have Stood Off a British Frontal 


Attack in the Lydtnburg Mountains 
Since August 21—Hard 
Fighting 


Still Continues in the Free State— 
Ladybrand Siege Raised. 


London, Sept. 6.—As if in defiance' of 


the annexation proclamation the Boer 
resistance is assuming fresh activity in 
several distinct quarters. General Bul- 
ler'e column haa been fightingcontinuosly 
since'Aug. 21, uad now rinds its progress 
blocked by Botha among the Leyden- 
burg mountains in a position 
which is 


described as stronger than Vaal Krantz 
or Laing's Nek. 


The fighting'of Sunday and Monday 


made no impreseion on Botha's forces, 
which probably will be able to hold out 
against a frontal attack. 
But Lord 


Roberts hopes to turn them ,out to a 
flank movement, according to some 
correspondents. This will be the last 
stand of the Transvaal Boers, -who will 
not retreat farther northward, owing to 
the hostility of the natives. 


, 
JFtglitlngr In the Free State 


It is curious that General Roberts' 


recant dispatches contain no reference 
to fighting in the Free State, which has 
been severe. Ladybrand, with its gar- 
rison of 150 men, has been besieged by 
a strong force of Boers, and has made a 
desperate and probably successful re- 
sistance. According to Reuter's tele- 
gram yesterday,the siege has been raisod 
by the Boers. 


A commando has also appeared .at 


Thabanchu, near the Bloemfontein wa- 
terworks, the scene of one of the most 
successful exploits of the burghers in 
the spring. A British force under Bruco 
Hamilton hastily left Bloerofontain on 
Saturday, and there was an engagement 
near the waterworks on Sunday, in the 
central F.reo State.

supplies and stores. 


SolRe of Ijiuly^raml Raised. 


Cape Town, Sept. 6—The siegp of

HIGH PRICE; FOR PEAS 


Shortage of Crop Causes an Advance 


of 15 to 20 Cents—The De- 


mand is Brisk. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 6—-There is a 


big shortage in the Wisconsin pea crop, 
and prices have advanced 15 to 20 cents 
a bushel during the past two weeks un- 
der the influence of a brisk demand from 
eastern and foreign buyers, $1 being 
bid for Scotch today," while 81,05 was 
asked. 


The pea growing area in Wisconsin is 


chiefly confined to the lake shore coun- 
'ties—-Vfanitowoc, Kewaunee, and Door 
—and a Milwaukee dealer' said today 
that the crop of this year was 50 per 
cent smaller than last year's, and not 
over 28 per cent of an average crop, 
while the peas harvested this season are 
small, about twice as many as compared 
with last year being required to make a 
bag of two and one-half buahela. 


The greatest amount of damage to the 


crop waa created by the pea louse, which 
was supplemented by the heavy rainfall 
succeeding the harvest, oven the straw 
being worthless. Two weeks ago Scotch 
peas were quoted at 83 cents in Milwau- 
kee, while today $1 wus freely bid. and 
Milwaukee dealers predict that a still 
higher price will be paid before the end 
of the year.

Now Boasts. That It is a 


$Ioo,ooo,ooo City. 


New York, Sept. 6—New York ia a 


8100,000,000 city. That is what it can 
afford to spend upon itself every twelve 
months. The budget giving the ex- 
pense of running the city for next year 
ia nearly complete. It shows that New 
York will buy and enjoy just $100,000,- 
000 worth of thingu. 


New York is so rich that when it 


wants anything it gets it. It wants 
rapid transit tunnels and it hires men to 
dig them. It needs East river 
bridges 


and it telegraphs to Pittsburg for a few 
thousand tons of steel and employs 
hundreds of men to bolt the pieces to- 
gethsr. 
*'That is what New York city does in 
its corporate capacity. In its individual 
capacity its residents are erecting build- 
ings from twenty to thirty stori«e high, 
lending money to Queen ' Victoria and 
the Czar of Russia and taking charge of 
the earth generally. 


But this 8100,000,000 city is going 


to buy and pay for a few things in the 
next year, including new school houses, 
6re engines sewers and pavements. 


The board of public improvements wil 


have $467,435, an increase over last year 
of $227,935. 
The fire department wil 


spend $3.038,916 
in this'borough 


$1,922,388 for Brooklyn and Queens 
and 840,000 for Richmond. This ia an 
increase of S275.369. 


New York wants more policemen and 


quicker service. It will spend $11,743, 
266 on these things, $415,703 more than 
it could afford last year. The commis 
sioners of highways will use $4,418,d:06 
.16 or $298,713 more than it did last 
year. The result will be that the streets 
will be better paved and fared for.

the war department, with the explana- 
tion that it waa taken from an 'obscure 
Manila newspaper 
The letter detailr 


the manner ia which the attack on Man- 
ila was to have beea carried out. 


After rapidly advising that insurgent 


sympathizers in 
the employ of the 


Americans should work vigorously as 
spies for the information (rf the rebels, 
the letter goea on to detail the manner 
in which the garrison in Manila was to 
be surprised. In melodramatic manner 
Aguinaldo orders that foujr men bearing 
a present to the American commander 
shall go before, thie quartette to be fol- 
lowed by four others, and that a- still 
larger body of men were to conceal 
themselves in the cornera of houses to 
lend instant, aid when the signal for at- 
tack was sounded..

He Maintains 
Disaster 
IVould Follow 


Bryan's Sliver Policy.

Gage has made the following reply, 
dated Sept. 4, to an open letter he has 
received from Carl 
Schurz 
of New 


York: 


"Dear Sir: I have the honor to "ac- 


knowledge the receipt of yours of the 
3d instant, in which you utter some 
words of crticisn. upon the statements 
made by we in a newspaper interview 
published Aug. 26, in which I ex- 
pressed the opinion that Mr. Bryan, 
if elected president, could, by the ex- 
ercise 'of considerable 'perverse 
in- 


genuity,' put the government on a sil- 
ver basis, ruin its credit and bring 
incalculable disaster upon the busi- 
ness interests of the country. ' 


"You deny that the 
dangers 
set 


forth by me in that interview really 
exist, and that any president will be 
able to do what I declare might 
be 


done, unless the Republican party in 
control of the government in both the 
legislative 
and 
executive branches 


prov*s itself utterly dishonest in Its 
professed purpose to maintain in the 
sold standard. 


"You rebuke me In polite terms for 


sounding a false note of alarm, dis- 
quieting the business community, and 
especially when uttered by one In au- 
thority. 


"I am not at all skilled In contro- 


versy, and h.-.ve had no practice 
In 


dialectics, but I will Indulge in a few 
words in the way of rejoinder to your 
criticism. 


"Even 
the 
possibility of danger 


should be avoided. 
It is a familiar 


fact, and one altogether too much in 
evidence, that an administrative offic- 
er filled with hatred and contempt of 
a particular law can, by perverse In- 
genuity, practically nullify its opera- 
tions. 


"You point out in your letter that it 


the course indicated by me in the in- 
terview referred to should be contem- 
plated by Mr. bryan, the Republican 
congress which meets in December 
next could 1n advance restrain him by 
new and more effective 
mandatory 


provisions. The proposition 
that in 


case of Bryan's election the 
present 


congress can tie his hands so that he 
caAnot give effect to his expressed in- 
tention appears, to me to be fallacious. 


"It would require new legislation by 


a party whose policy would have been 
rejected by the people through their 
last expression at the polls. Further 
than this, the next session will expire 
by operation of law on the 
4th of 


March, 1901. The free silver minority 
would be Justified byvtheir constituents 
in using all the resources of dilatory 
procedure to prevent such legislation, 
and against 
such tactics 
affirmative 


legislation.such as you suggest would 
be probably impossible.

strengthening of the policy which he 
denounces as criminal?

Military Weakness Displayed 


by the &?a.t Empire. 


SOLDIESS 
VEEY tOOELY PAID. 


Henl Obstacle to Cliiiir.'« Military 


Development Is the Contempt In\ 
•WlUcli War unil Soldiers Are Held. 
Boxers Without Dllsclpliiie-An Ex. 
traorOinnry Incident. 


It is quite customary to speak oi 


China as a nation of 400,000,000 oi 
People, and as such a most formidable 
nation with which to go to war. There 
are several defects in this view of the 
matter. 
In the first place nobody 


knows just what the population of 
China is. 
Xothing like an accurate 


census has ever been taken. The total 
of 400.000,000 is mainly guesswork. 
Travelers iu China doubt if the total 
exceeds 200,000,000 or 250,000,000, and 
runny recent visitors who have com- 
pared the official figures of the popula- 
tion in small communities with their 
own careful estimate, or it think that 
200,000,000 is nearest to the correct 
figure. 
But even if there were 400,- 


000,000 of them, 'their fighting strength 
is ridiculously small compared with 
their numbers, says the ~New York 
Commercial-Advertiser. 
They claim 


a standing army of 300.000 men, but 
the most trustworthy observers who 
have examined the matter carefully 
say that at no time have they had 
more than. 50,000 or 00,000 .men that 
have either received modern arms or- 
auy real military training. 


The real obstacle to their military 
' 
development Is the contempt in which 
war aud soldiers are held. All the 
most authoritative books on China em- 
phasize' this point. 
Mrs. Archibald 


Little, in her book, "Intimate China," 
published in 1SOO, says: 


"It is still a question whether Chi- 


nese will ever stand against a Euro- 
pean army. They have, the greatest, 
contempt for their own soldiery, call' 
them by a title of contempt— Ping ting 
—and regard fighting altogether as bai> 
barons." 


Archibald R. Colquhoun, one of the 


highest authorities on eastern subjects 
and the author of "Overland to China"' 
and "China In Transformation," says 
In the latter book, published in 1898: 


"If they ever were warlike the Chi- 


nese have ceased for very many cen- 
turies to be so. The nation has sur- 
vived the military age, and the only 
treatises extant on strategy date from 
before. the ijhristlan era. When forced 
to fight, which they will seldom do if 
there is a chance of running away. 
their tactics are more primitive than 
those of the Zulus. There is no con- 
centration; each regiment or battalion 
fights for itself exclusively 
None will 


assist another; still less will any sec- 
tion of a force sacrifice itself for the 
general success." ,.. 


Then, too, they are very poorly paid, 


often not paid at all. The matter is 
left entirely in the hands of the man- 
darins, or generals commanding. 
As 


these, like all officials in China, have 
only nominal salaries, they rob their 
soldiers for their own incomes. 
In 


order to swell 
those incomes they 


grossly 
exaggerate 
the 
numerical 


strength of their commands, reporting 
thousands where there are only hun- 
dreds. 
Lord Charles Beresford, in 


"The Break Up of China." records that. 
a commander at Peking told him he 
actually commanded 10,000 men. when. 
as a matter of fact, he only •commanded 
800. 
"This 
method," 
adds 
Lord 


Charles, "is common in China. He re- 
ceives the money to pay and feed and 
clothe 10.000 men. 
If .his army is to 


be inspected he hires coolies at 200 
cash (SVacU.n day to appear on parade." 
And he does not always pay the coolies 
either. The natural result of this treat- 
ment is that the soldiers hate their 
commanders, and instead of helping 
them win battles really help to defeat 
them in order to be revenged for their 
own treatment. 
Being always im- 


poverished. they depend upon looting 
for E-.Tstenauce, and are thus hated and 
despised by the people, who dread 
them -:is a pestilence. , Concerning the 
qualifications of their commanders. Dr. 
William A. P. Martin, president of 
the Imperial college at Peking, says in 
his "Cycle of Cathay": 


"The low estimation in which the 


military is held accounts 
in some 


measure for the misfortunes that have 
lately overtaken the empire. Military 
mandarins are mostly illiterate, the 
ground of selection in preliminary tests 
being feats of strength, skill and agil- 
ity, such as throwing a hundred pound 
stone, fixing an arrow In a bullScye or 
turning a double somersault. 
I have 


known 
some 
who 
possessed 
the 


strength and the intelligence of an ox." 


Even when they are supplied with 


modern arms, including Mausers. Max- 
ims and breechloading artillery, they 
are not effective^ unless they are under 
the 
command of European 
officers. 


The best drilled and most efficient sec- 
tions of the army were under Russian 
aud German officers, and these, of 
course, are not fully available now. 
The others are of littie account, most 
of them not knowing how to handle or 
load their weapons. 


It is not surprising that under those 


conditions the allied forces, about 20.- 
000 men, met with so little opposition 
in their advance from Tion-tsin to I'e- 
king. 
The Boxers are without disci- 


pline. arc armed with archaic weapons 
aud arc far loss formidable 'than the 
regular Chinese troops. 
Tho corre- 


spondent of the New York Sun. rto- 
sern>ing in a recent issue of fn.it paper 
their first appearance before the ainos 
in a short distance from Tlcu-tsm. 
says: 


"They were a mixed iot aua had no 


sort of military formation. 
Red was 


their color. They had it all over them- 
selves. 
It was iu great patches' on 


their coats and hats, aud it had been 
braided into their pigtails. There were 
a few rifles among thorn, but for the 
most part they carried only long swords 
and spears with red tassels on the hilts 
and handles." 
. /

tures rush upon their fate with tho 
bravei-y born of ignorance. 
In one; 


village -the Now York Sun's corre- 
spondent records this extraordinary 
incident: 


"The allies came this afternoon to a 


bend in the river where there was a 
village on both .sides. There was a hot 
fire from both sides, and it became nec- 
essary to send a force across to clear 
out the village there. 
This was clone 


by the Japanese in fine style, though 
the two villages held the column for 
more than an hour. Just beyond then 
there was another village, to which th 
Chinese had retreated. 
As the colum 


approached 
very heavy firing wa 


heard in the village. Theiline was ex 
tended at once until it was nearly 
quarter of a mile long, and prepan 
tions wore made to charge. The Amei 
Scans noticed that very few bullet 
were coining their way and suppose 
that the British, at the 'other end o 
the line, were, getting the most of th 
fire. The British heard very few bul 
lets from such a heavy fire and though 
the Americans must be getting it. Jus 
as the attack was about to begin a Jap 
tuiese captain came up and s'lfcid thor 
was no rifle lire at all, but only fire 
crackers and men beating bamboo wit. 
sticks. At that the charge was ordct 
cd, aud with bayonets fixed the lin 
ran through the village. Not a China 
man was caught, but there were heap 
and heaps of exploded firecrackers 
The Japanese captain had fought th 
Chinese before."
